— The 
Democrats at 9 o' clock tonight are still with- 
out a State ticket; they have caucused all 
day, and the slate has been broken a half- 
dozeu times. It is impossible to tell who will 
be nominated. H. A. Coffeen, the present 
Congressman, will be renominated; this is 
the only thing that is certain. He hag had a 
hard fight, and gets the nomination on ac- 
count of hisgeographical location. The office 
of Governor has gone begging for forty-eight 
hours, and no acceptable candidate has yet 
been found. The fight between the factions 
has been most bitter, and knock-downs and 
drag-outs have been narrowly averted. It is 
asserted that Coffeen’s renomination will 
cause three of the leading Democratic daily 
papers of the State to bolt him. 

The Committee on Resolutions submitted a 
modification of the resolution offered de- 
nouncing the attempt of the administration 
to place the country on a gold basis. The 
committee eliminated all reference to the ad- 
ministration. 

The platform adopted favors free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1, denounces the Deiocratic supporters of 
the Senate tariff bill, and pronounces the Wil- 
son bill only a partial fulfillment of the pledges 
of the last Democratic National convention, 
favors an income tax, declares in favor of elect- 
ing Senators by popular vote, condemns the 
American Protective Association in politics, 
and urges prompt action to settle the affairs 
of the Union Pacific railroad.

‘RIOT OVER SMALLPOX. | 


FOREIGNERS ATTAOK AND INJURE 
POLIOE IN MILWAUKEE. 


Thirty Persons HurteWomen Take Part 
in tHe Fray-cheer the Men On and 
Gather Stones for Them to Use as Mis- 
siles=Trouble Arises Over an Attempt 
to Hold a Mass-Meeting to Protest 
Against the Removal of Patients to the 
Isolation Hospital. 


MiLwaunzz, Wis., Aug. 9.—[Special.]— 
The most serious riot which has occurred on 
account of the smallpox scare in this city 
took place tonight at the intersection of 
Forest Home aveuue, Mitchell street, and 
Eleventh avenue. The police were attacked 
by a mob of between 4,000 and 5,000 peo- 
ple, who assaulted the officers with stones. 
About twenty-five people were injured, some 
of them seriously. 

Among the injured were the following mem- 
bers uf the force: 

The Injured. 

ANDREWS, H. O., officer, hit over the left eye with 
& stone; taken home in an insensibie condition. 

GREEN, GerRHARDT, officer, hit with a large rock 
in the small of the back. 

Jonas, HERMAN, officer; hit on the back of the

NIEDRIER, ALBERT, a roundsman; hit in the fore- 
head with a rock; knocked insensible ; danger- 
ously wounded. 

WAGNER, J. A., officer; hit witha rock on the 
back of the head; not dangerously hurt. 
Besides these there were a number of offi- 

cers who received slight injuries and about 
twenty or thirty of the crowd who were in- 
jured by the severe drubbing which the offi- 
cers administered to the crowd. The police 
arrested eleven of the rioters, as follows:

Cause of the Trouble. 

The altercation betweed the officers and the 
mob took place tonight because cf an attempt 
which was made to hold a mass-meeting to 
protest against the removal of small- 
pox patients to the isolation hospital. 
At a mass-meeting which these same 
people held last night they threatened 
that tonight they would burn down the 
isolation hospital. In view of the threats 
of lawlessness the police decided to prevent 
the mass-meeting tonight. The crowd began 
to gather at Mitchell street ana Eighth ave- 
nue at 6 o'clock and before 7 o’clock there 
were fully 2,000 people in the vicinity. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock about seventy. five 
policemen under Chief of Police Janssen, 
Lieut. Schmidt, and Sergt. O'Connor appeared 
on the scene determined to disperse the crowd 
and to prevent the meeting. The officers be- 
gan the work of dispersing the crowd at once. 

he mob was made up for the most part of 
women, who were stubborn and refused to 
move on when ordered to do so by the officers. 


Shouts of the Women. 


The women shouted in German. Down: 
with the police,“ Hang them, Kill them, 
they want to rob our homes, and they urged 
on the men to throw stones at the officers. 
They were separated into so many little 
groups that with the small force at his com- 
mand Chief Janssen found it difficult to 
handle the crowd and stones began 
to shower on the officers from all 
quarters. They came so thick. and fast 
that it seemed for a time as though the 
ofticers would have to retire in defeat, Some 
of the rocks which were thrown at them 
weighed two and a half pounds and besides 
the rock-throwing brigade there were others 
in the crowd who were armed with clubs. The 
open attack seemed to delight the women, 
who howled with delight words of encourage- 
ment to the men and busied themselves with 
picking from the streets and the neighborin 
yards stones for their husbands, brothers, and 
sweethearts to hurl at the officers. 

Some of them did not wait for the men to 
take the stones from them, but, like demons, 
these German amazons rushed upon the offi- 
cers and belabored them with clubs and 
stones. Chief Janssen rallied his men on the 
street and with drawn clubs they charged on 
a crowd, which was throwing a shower of 
stones from behind a little Lutheran 
school-house, which is at the in- 
tersection of the three streets 
which meet and form a large open square at 
the scene of the riot. the police marched in 
a solid body against the shower of rocks, not- 
withstanding that at every step they advanced 
one of their number dropped as he was hit by 
a flying missile. The ranks were immediate- 
ly closed up, and they marched on the crowd 
and clubbed them unmercifully. 

Before the determined advance of the of.- 
ficers the crowd was defiant and when 
saw them make this last charge they thought 
that it was only a bluff also, but when 
the officers began to swing their clubs 
right and left among the rioters, and every 
time a club was swung a rioter was brought 
to the ground, they began to waver, and 
finally broke and ran. 


First Riot of the Day. 


The first trouble today was at No. 574 
Seventeenth avenue, where the officers had to 
fight to get possession of a patient, the wife 
of J. Bensimer. Shortly after the officials 
entered the house sounds ofa struggle accom- 
panied by the screams of e woman were 
heard. Then Bensimer appeared on the back 
pores with his shirt nearly torn off and his 

are arms in the air crying out: 

„Come here and help me protect my fam- 
ily from these butchers !’’ 

Fifty men ard women made a rush for 
where the husband was standing. They were 
met by Lieut. Smith, but he, was crowded 
back against the fence. He drew his club, at 
the same time grasping the leader of the 
gang, whom he gave a good ghaking 
and threatened with arrest. Some of the 
Health Department police armed with base- 
ball bats made a rush for the crowd, which 
withdrew a few feet. The Health police ap- 
peared carrying a stretcher upon which the 
victim of the disease was lying, covered with 
a white sheet. The sick woman screamed. 
At this there was a general onslaught by the 
mob and every policeman on the detail was 
engaged in a hand to hand combat with the 
excited men and women bent on rescuing the 
patient from the officials. The men were easily 
subdued, but the women fought like tigers. The 
police finally beat them back. In their midst 
was the husband with clothes torn fighting for 
possession of his wife. He at last got into 
the ambulance and rode to the hospital with 
his wife. , : 

The crowd, however, managed to spirit 
away their wounded and it was impossible to 
learn the names or the extent of the wounds 
of the rioters, but there were some of them 
who, when they fell, seemed to be seriously 
hurt. The officers did not draw their revolv- 

rs and no one in the crowd fired a shot. 

A strong patrol was placed around the tur- 
bulent district of the Eleventh Ward and the 
police are determined to prevent the gather.

the contractors and the trustees, as also with 
some of the problems involving changes 
‘$n construction, and so far as I have 
deen able to detect there has not 
u to the present time been the 
slightest indication of corruption or peculation 
on the part of the trustees or any one of them, or 
anything other than the utmost fidelity to their 
trust. They have often differed among them- 
selves, and I have not always been satisfied with 
the determination of the majority, but I have 
seen nothing at any time to lead me to doubt the 
honesty of ang member of the board. 

‘The channel, so far as the character of the ma- 
‘terial to be excavated is concerned, may be.divid- 
ed as follows: . 

1. Those sections wholly in rock, upon which 
the contractors are proceedi with their work 
without dispute; the material bcing substantial- 
ly as expected at the time of entering into their 
contract. 

2. Those in glacial driftand rock, the glacial 
drift overlaying the rock and being composed of 
sand, gravel, bowlders, etc., deposited by glacial 
action. It is upon these sections that difficulties 
have arisen between the contractors and the 
trustees, growing outofthé claim of the con- 
tractors a material was found not known to 
them or the trustees at the time of the letting, 
and consequently not covered by their contracts. 
] shall, for convenience, call this material con- 
glomer ate. 

3. Those sections in earth, concerning which 
no difficulty is‘likely to occur, the nature of the 
material having been ascertained before the let- 
ting. 

. Cause of Increased Expense. 

It is to the existence of this **conglomerate” 
that is attributable the bulk of the increase in 
the expense over the estimates, and it is todeal- 
ings of the trustees with this subject that the 
criticisms ofthe Post are principally directed. 
It will be remembered that at the beginning the 
public became very much dissatistied that so 
much time was being consumed in making bor- 

~ ings and other investigations preparatory to let- 
ting the work constructing the chan- 
nel, and Mr. Cooley in for 
a large share oft b 0 this 

eaccount, he conten that in addition to the 
boring test pits should be put down at suitable 
intervals along the whole line to ascertain the 
exact nature of the material to be encountered, 
so that no mistake might be made in its classifi- 
cation or in the estimates of cost, and so that 
contractors would know what they were bidding 
upon. The trustees themselves will admit that 
they made a mistake in yielding to the clamor 
of the public, and proceeding to let the work 
without test pits having been Hirst made, 
but / the serious consequences have 

not been to the taxpayer in an 
increased cost of the channel, but to the trustees 
in giving an opportunity for adverse criticism, 
and possibly in delaying the final completion. 
Indeed, it is not unlikely that if the exact nature 
of material had been known to the bidders, their 
bids would have been much more than the work 
is now being done for, for the _reason that that 
kind of material was little understood at that 
time and the cost of getting it out would most 
likely have been overestimated. The subsequent 
bidders had the benefit of enough experimental 
work in getting it out to give them and the trus- 
tees a pretty good idea of the actual cost. 

But the contention of the Post critic is that this 
“material was cove by the language.of the con- 
‘tracts, and upon their refusal to proceed with 
the work on the@basis of the classifications men- 

tioned, the contracts should be forfeited, and the 
work let to other contractors. and the defaulting 
contractors held for the difference in the cost of 
construction. So far this is the course that has 
been pursued, except that in the case of two of 
what are known as the McArthursections, which, 
after bids were in for all these sections, McArthur 
was allowed to retain at an advance less than the 
bids. Whether this course is defensible or not 
depends upon several considerations. McArthur 
claimed that of the two classes of material men- 
tioned im his contract, this ‘‘conglomerate ”’ 
should be clas with solid rock and he 
allowed rock prices for it, and there was no cer- 
tainty bata jury would so hold in case of a con- 
troversy in court. But, allowi that it should 
net be classed as solid rock but under the 
\ strict reading of the contract, which defines 
giacial drift to comprise the top soil, earth,

but little doubt that if the 
contractors had filed bills to annul the contracts

and other investigations made by the trustees. 
This is probably the best the contractors could 
do, inasmuch as the contention that this 
, Conglomerate " should be classed as 
solid rock peems to be clearly negatived 
the terms of the contract. If, then, a 
court of equity would relieve the contractor from 
ormance of his contract, or if there is a 
reasonable doubt whather it would hold him to 
it under the circumstances, and time or money 
could be saved by making terms with him, wh 
should the trustees have hesitated to treat wit 
him, or why should they be blamed if they did 
doso? The annulment of the contracts’ was 
probably the best remedy the law could afford 
the contractors, and possibly the only remedy. 
As they do not choose to ask to have their con- 
tracts annulied, but insisted upon regardi. 
them as in force, but yet refused to proceed wit 
work until the trustees should 
consent to their demands that ‘conglomerate 
be classed as rock or reclassified at a price not 
contained in the contracts, it was the proper 
for the trustees to do to proceed to forfeit 
contracts in the way therein provided. This 
was a safe course to pursue, and undoubtedlythe 
due least open to criticism; still, as a matter of 
business, it might have been better to have com- 
promised with the contractors on the actual in- 
creased cost of taking out the “conglomerate, 
saving both time and cost in the doing 
of the work.

CONTRACTORS LAMENT THEIR ILL LUCK. 


Those on Sections C, D, E, and F Say to Go 
on Means Complete Bankruptey. 

The most disconsolate men in Northern 
Illinois at present are the contractors for 
Sections C, D. E, and F on the Drainage 
Canal. In taking contracts to excavate their 


respective sections of the canal they have, in 


the metaphorical language of Trustee Cooley, 
** gambled against the geological formation 
and dropped their entire pile. Their inten- 
tion and expectation was to make a pile of 


money out of the board. But they are unable 


to understand how the board can be willing 
to make a vile of money out of them. They 
wanta new classification of material, or, to 
carry out the simile, a new deal.“ 

At the present time the classification under 
which these contractors are working is a mat- 
ter of interest. The Western Dredging and 
Improvement company of Sec. C veontracted 
to excavate 1,965,270 square yards of giacial 
drift at 233¢ cents a yard—total $461,838. 
E. D. Smith & Co. of Sec. D. contracted to 
excavate 1,820.525 square yards of glacial 
drift at 26 7-10 cente a yard—total $481,- 
301. Streeter and Kenefick of Sec. E con- 
tracted to excavate 1,816,200 square yards 
of glacial drift at 27½ cents a yard and 
5,000 square yards of rock at $1 a yard—to- 
tal $504,455. These three sections are the 
first three below Summit. Then Ricker, 
Lee & Co. of Sec. F, the first section above 
Summit, contracted to excavate 1,552,600 
square yards of giacial dritt at 23% cents a 
yard, and 45,900 square yards gt rock at 80 
cents a yard; total, $398,337. 

These contractors all began work in July, 
1893, and engaged to finish their respective 
sections in May, 1896, and E. D. Smith & 
Co., Section D. are two weeks ahead of time. 
But the Western Dredging and Improvement 
company, Section C, is over five months; 
Streeter & Kenefick, Section E, over four 
months; and Ricker, Lee & Co., Section F, 
over three weeks behindhand on their work. 
Streeter & Kenefick, Section E, have not 
done a thing for four or five months. All 
four of the contracting firms say they will 
quit work unless the Drainage Board will 
give them a reciassification of material, with 
a corresponding increase of pay. 

Their grievance was fairly set forth yes- 
terday by Capt. Thomas E. Owens of Ricker, 

& Co., in an interview with a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE. 


»My firm,” he said, are threatened with 


financial ruin in consequence of this contract, 
and, as we believe, unjustly. The work we 
contracted to do was described as the excava- 
tion of 1,552,600 square yards of glacial drift 
and 45,900 square yards of rock. But we have 
discovered it would be nearer correct to say 
we had to excavate 45,900 yards of glacial 
drift and 1,552,600 yards of rock, In other 
words, in the space said to be occupied by 
glacial drift we have struck a bed of petrified 
clay eighteen feet thick which is not only 
rock, but harder to work than solid lime- 
stone. The test of rock, in contracting work, 
is made by plowing. Anything we cannot 
plow with six mules is called rock. But we 
have tried to plow this stuff with twelve mules 
and we can make no impression on it. As to 
steam shovels, we have broken the great teeth 
off them without having any effect on it. 

Lou will say. why do you not blast it? 
Well, blasting costs a good deal of money, 
but we have tried blasting, too, and the stuff, 
unlike limestone, comes out in such large 
chunks it has to be blasted again before we 
can load it. Instead of handling it once as 
we do glacial drift, we have to Handle it two 
or three times. The consequence is it costs 
us more to excavate it than it does to exca- 
vate the rock, for which we get 80 cents. If 
we go on and do it we will lose every cent we 
have in the world. I d not say we will not 
go on, but I insist upon it we cannot go on. 

** We do not claim we were deceived by the 
board and I know our contract expressly says 
the profile and classification are ‘merely ap- 
proximate, But we claim the profile and 
classification were not even approximate. 
They are remotely and immensely different 
from the facts. Still we do not claim they 
are intentionally wrong. Our position is 
both we and the board were deceived. TI 
borings through this stuff came to the surface 
as dust mixed with water and did not disclose 
its hardness. The soil of the adjacent Illinois 
and Michigan Canal contains the same ma- 
terial, but itis so altered by twenty years’ 
exposure its texture is entirely changed. 

Under these circumstances we believe we 
are entitled to a fair remuneration for this 
work, or else toa release from our contract. 
We have taken legal advice and we intend to 
maintain this position. We can prove from 
the Century Dictionary from every work 
on geology in existence this petrified clay, 
which has given us this trouble, is a rock, and 
we do not believe any court will make us 
suffer from such a mistake about the quality 
of rock on our section. Theclassification was 
not approximate, but positively misleading. 

„At the same time we are willing to suffer 
some for this mistake. If the Drainage Board 
will employ experts to go over the ground and 
determine exactly what it will cost us to com- 
plete our contract, we will complete it at tne 
cost they fix without a cent of profit. All we 
ask is to get out of it with a whole skin. : 

Capt. Owens’ description of the refractory 
petrified blue clay received an unexpected 
confirmation yesterday from an unexpected 
visitor at the offices of the Drainage Board. 
This visitor was William Thomas of Ottawa, 
who came to Chicago ic 1854 and was Super- 
intendent of the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
from 1871 to 1885. Mr. Thomas was Assist- 
ant Superintendent of the canal from 1862 
to 1871, including tae period in which it was 
deepened, from Chicago to Lockport. He 
said a contract for the extra work was let to 
L. P. Sanger, who did nothing and eventually 


threw it up. Then it was divided into sec- 


tions and let to different contractors, 
and the section including the present Sec- 
tions C, D, E, and F was let to Fox & Howard. 
These contractors had immense trouble with 
the petrified blue clay, though they did not 
have to dig within eighteen feet as deep as 
the Drainage Canal. They broke all their 
machinery, got into lawsuits, and were un- 
able to do the work at all until they got 
an entirely new plant, made expressly for 
the purpose, from Lock port, MT. MI. 
Thomas did not remember whether the pay 
of the contractors was increased, 9s that wa’ 
not in the line of his employmert. But At- 
torney Curter of the Drainage Board says their 
pay was raised seven or eight times. 

President Wenter of the Drainage Board 
explains why the board, which is so largely 
composed of Democrats, could appoint and 
retain as its attorney Orrin N. Carter, a 
stanch Republican. I am not much sur- 
prised, he said, at the Democrats com- 
plaining about it. But it is all because they 
do not consider or have forgotten the history 
of the board. Butasa matter of fact Mr. 
Russell and myself are the only two of the 
trustees now in office who were elected on the 
Democratic ticket when the board was creat- 
ed. Messrs. Prendergast, Altpeter, and Gil- 
more were elected’ on the Citizens ticket.

Waitresses Strike in the Pacific Hotel 
Lunch Room at Omaha, Neb. 

Omani, Neb., Aug. 9.— [Special.] Today 
was the time set for the waitresses in the 
Pacific Hotel company’s eating-houses and 
lunch rooms to don their new unifofms. The 
two young women employed in the lunch 
room objected to the uniform as at first 
planned and struck. They were orderly 
strikers and made no effort to prevail 
upon others to refuse to work in the 
room, and so two other young women 
were secured, and they put on the uniform 
this morning. The manager insists 
the trouble was cap or no cap. The suit isa 
plain black dress reaching to the shoes, but 
not touching the floor, white collar and cuffs, 
a white tie, a white apron, and a little white 
flat linen hat perched jauntily on the head.

Prora, III., Aug. 9.—[{Srecial.]—In the 
United States Circuit Court here today the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific road made 
application for a temporary injunction re- 
straining the city of Moline from enforcing 
the provisions of certain street improvement 
ordinances. The injunction was granted and 
the case will be called for trial at the October 
term. The first of these ordinances was 
passed Jan. 16, 1893, and establishes 
certain permanent grades. The other’ ordi- 
nances are for the improvement of Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, 
and Eighteenth streets.

NEW HOME FOR THE LIBRARY OF THE NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 


Magnificent Building Which Bears the Name of Orrington Lunt Now Receiving Its 
Literary Treasures— External and Internal Appearance of the Structure. 


The Orrington Lunt Library Building at Evanston has just been completed and the 
library of Northwestern University now is being transferred from its quarters fora quarter 
of acentury in University Hall to its magnificent new home. By the opening of the fall 
term the three rooms on the third floor of University Hall will have been transformed from 
a receptacie for books into a lecture-room and laboratories for the study of biology. 

The new building is pronounced the finest of its kind, outside the Newberry Library, in 
the West, and is by far the most artistic and attractive building on the Northwestern campus. 
It is located northwest of Memorial Hall, between Sheridan road and the lake shore, and 


stands on the site for years occupied by the students as baseball grounds, Standing at an 
angle to the road it outlines a huge crescent with Memorial, Heck, and University Halls, 


forming a most picturesque effect. 


The building was erected at a cost of $100,000, one-half of which was donated by Orrington 
Lunt. It has a frontage.of 170 feet and an extreme depth of 70 feet. The design is that of the 


early Italian renaissance. The exterior is of dressed Bedford stone, almost white, and the 
roof of red Italian tile. One of the characteristic features of the exterior is the stone semi- 
circular porch, with its graceful Ionic columns, the frieze of which bears the inscription :

HE FINDS THE FILTH. 


SUPT. SOHOFIELD INVESTIGATES THE 
WORK OF SOAVENGERS. 


He Spends the Day Driving About the 
Alleys of the Thirty-second Ward—His 
Inspection Proves the Statements Made 
in “The Tribune” About the Dirty 
Condition of the Alleys—Uontractors’ 
Balance Due for Last Month Is Smaller 
City Is an Offender. 


Joseph Schofield, Superintendent of Street 
and Alley Cleaning, spent nine hours yester 
day in driving about the alleys of the Thirty- 
second Ward for the purpose of irispect ing 
the work of the city scavengers. Mr. Scho- 
field’s attention was calied to the sanitary 
condition of certain alleys by a report printed 
in Tue Trrsunz of yesterday. When the ward 
was inspected by reporters for Tun Trisunz 
some time ago and the result published an 
extra force of scavengers was at once put to 
work in the ward. 

Edward Prindeville, the ward contractor, 
was working sixteen teams at garbage work. 
He failed to keep the alleys in proper condi- 
tion and Superintendent Schofield put sixteen 
additional teams at the work and charged the 
bill to the contractor. For six weeks 
thirty-two city teams have been at 
work in the ward. After 
for the extra teams the balance 
due the contractor for last month’s work was 
but $38, against an average of $1,500 for 
former months, The residents of the ward 
did not consider the work up to the standard 
and the matter was reported to the Civic Fed- 
eration. Investigation by officers of that or- 
ganization resulted in the discovery of the

The worst condition is found in the vicinity 
of the Hyde Park Police Station. There are 

several blind” alleys in the neighborhood 
where the city scavengers do nothing. 
Some of thealleys are private property and 
are supposed to be cleaned by the owners. 
These cases, Mr. Schofield says, will be re- 
ported to the Health Department today and 
the guilty parties arrested and fined for main- 
taining a nuisance. Other bad places are due 
to the negligence of business-men, particular- 
ly grocers and restaurant proprietors. Sev- 
eral of these will be reported. Ten barrels of 
rotting garbage were found behind a store on 
Lake avenue. On the south side of the Hyd» 
Park Police Station is a public alley which

The city itself isa bad offender. The prop- 
erty-owners across the alley, Messrs. Pierce 
and Cowles, say the refuse from the police 
station stables is often allowed to pile up as 
high as a man’s head before being removed. 
On the south side ot the alley is the rear of a 
restaurant and a grocery store. The city 
scavenger never comes and the man 
hired by the business-men neglects his 
work. The dozen boxes and barrels are 
full, and have been for several days. 
A number of families livein the flats up- 
stairs, and their garbage is thrown into the 
alley without any attempt to put it iu boxes. 
The only box in the alley is full all the time. 
Mr. Schofield says this is another case for the 
Health Department. He says the city teams 
are not bound to go into blind alleys, and the 
people should in such cases bring the garbage 
out on the street, and where they neglect to 
do so they should be arrested and fined. 

In the case of the city scavengers who are 


charged with collecting toll from the residents 


and neglecting the alleys until they are paid 

for doing the work, Mr. Schofield says each 

charge will be investigated separately and the’ 
guilty men discharged. One scavenger was 

discharged yesterday for neglecting his work 

and making extra wages by hauling sawdust 

to saloonkeepers while drawing pay from the 

city. 

Amoug the new cases of neglect and bad 
service discovered by Mr. Schofield yesterday 
is in the vicinity of Twenty-sixth street and 
Calumet avenue. The garbage boxes are 
kept on the sidewalk and much neglected. 
The residents complain of the stench, In 
front of a saloòn near the corner is an old ice 


box, which serves as a garbage receptacle. 


Yesterday it was full of rotting filth. The 
bottom had been knocked out and the con- 
tents allowed to spread all over the walk and 
into the street.

STOCKS CONTINUE TO IMPROVE. 


Some Encouraging Features Crop Out in 
Wall Street Trading. 

New York, Aug. 9.—[Special.]—The sentiment 
in favor of improvement on the Stock Exchange 
made further progress today, and was quite 
pronounced during the early hours of trading.

Mr. Havemeyer, during his visit in March 
and later, talked to Secretary Carlisle and 
Senators Jones, Vest, McPherson, Smith, 
Brice, Camden, Gorman, and others. The 
Senate Finance committee reported a sugar 
schedule to tha Senate March 20 which pro- 
vided for specific duties and the polariscope 
test on sugar, The trust wanted this changed. 
It wanted ad valorem duties. Mr. -Havemey- 
ec and Mr. Searles had seen the Secretary of 
the Treasury ahd secured from him an admis- 

sion that Mr. Carlisle was in favor of ad va- 
lorem duties. The thread of the story can be 
taken up in the testimony of Secretary Car- 
lisle himself. 

| Carlisie’s Own Admissions. 

The Secretary says, that May 5 Senator 
Jones called upon him at his own house—the 
same place, it will be observed, where Mr. 
Havemeyer had been in the habit of cail- 
ing—and announced that the subcommittee 
had agreed on a new sugar schedule in 
place of the one reported by Senator 
Voorhees from the Finance comſmittee. 
According te the Secretary’s story Senator 

Jones requested him to put this new schedule 
into proper shape. This new schedule pro- 
vided for a duty of 40 per cent on raw sugar 
and one-eighth of a cent per pound additional 
on refined sugar. This, by the way, is the 
very thing which passed the Senate. 

Mr. Carlisle made the draft and then in re- 
sponse to a telephone message met the Demo- 
cratic managers in the back room of the Ap- 
propriation committee. There were there, as 
Secretary Carlisle states, Senators Vest, J ones, 
McPherson, and Gorman, Clifton R. Breckin- 
ridge of Arkansas, since made Minister to 
Russia, and a couple of clerks. Mr. Carlisle’s 
statement of how the sugar schedule as shown 
in the fac-simile came to be drawn is delight- 
fully indefifiite, but should be printed in strict 
justice to him. It is as follows: 

After tulking some time it was suggested 
by some one—and I am not able now to state 
by whom, but certainly not by me, for I made 

no original suggestion about it—that instead 
of having 40 per cent ad valorem upon all 
sugarsand one-eighth of a cent additional

signed to limit the 40 per cent duty to raw 
sugar, the Dutch standard 16 being the limit 
between raw and refined. Reference to the 
fac-simile shows that in the sixth line and run- 
ning into the line following the Secretary 


of one cent per pound in addition to the 
said duty of 40 per cent ad valorem,“ and 
inserted the words, ** 45 per cent ad valorem.”’ 
All this was done as the result of a casual con- 
versation, according to Mr. Carlisle's testi- 
mony; but it is a very singular thing that it 
was exactly what the trust had been asking 
for, and, in fact, the most favorable schedule 
for that organization submitted by any one 
in or out of Congress, 
His Great Aid to the Trust. 

- Mr. Carlisle is enough of an expert in tariff 
matters to know that an ad valorem duty of 
40 per cent on raw and 45 per cent on refined 
sugar is infinitely more advantageous to the 
trust than a duty of 40 per cent on raw and a 
duty of 40 per cent plus one-eighth of a cent 
per pound on refined sugar. So apparent is 
this that the whole effort of the House within 
the last day or two has been to eliminate the 
advantage to the trust derived from any kind 
of an ad valorem duty on raw and refined 
sugar. ö 

But this remarkable concession to the trust 
was not the only result of that vague conver- 
sation Sunday, May 5, which Mr. Carlisle 
finds so much difficulty in . remembering. 
Tacked on to the bottom of the typewritten 
schedule is a provision in the Secretary’s 
handwriting continuing in force the reciproci- 
ty treaty with Hawaii, by which sugar from 
those islands is admitted free. What thie 
means is best shown by a brief extract from 
Mr. Havemeyer’s testimony before the Senate 
committee, as follows: 

Lou may state if you or the American 
Sugar Refining company is interested in: any 
manner in the production of sugars or in sugar 
lands in the Hawaiian Islands?“ 

No, sir; except that the Western Sugar 
Refining company has contracts with the 
planters of the Hawaiian Islands.“ 

The American Sugar Refining company 
has a half interest in the Western Sugar Re- 
fining company?!“ 

** Yes, sir.“ 

In that way you are interested in the pro- 
puction of sugars in the Sandwich Islands?“ 

Yes, sir.“ 

Are you interested in the production of 
sugar in any other island in that ora similar 
way? 

No, sir.“ | 

Put in Carlisle Provision.” 

That tells the story. The proviso allowed 
the trust, through Claus Spreckels, to import 
from the Sandwich Islands free of duty its 
raw material, while its finished product under 
the Carlisle schedule was protected by an ad 
valorem duty of 45 per cent. This schedule, 
prepared so deftly by the ‘Secretary of the 
Treasury as a result of a casual conversation, 
was sufficiently satisfactory to permit Senator 
Jones to pencil at the bottom the significant 
words, which may yet become a war cry in the 
campaign, put in Carlisle provision.“ This 
schedule was written, as stated before, at the 
Capitol Sunday, May 5. Tuesday, May 7, 
the celebrated eollection of 400 amend- 
ments, the very existence of which was 
not known to Senator Voorhees, the 
Chairman of the Finance committee, 
were offered in the Senate, to the mortifica- 
and of the honest Democratic Senators who 
had denied that any such action was con- 
templated. Secretary Carlisle’s amendment 
was among the nurnber, but during the two 
days which had -elapsed some one became 
frightened, and the disgraceful ad valorem 
duty on refined sugar-was changed back to the 
specific rate of one-eighth of a cent per 
pound, leaving the ad valorem rate on raw 
sugar as he wrote it. There was also inserted 
after the words above No. 16 Dutch stand- 
ard in color, where they occur in the fifth 
line of the Carlisle draft, the words. and 
upon all sugars which have been discolored.” 

This is apparently in response to the mys- 
terious pencil direction on the back of the 
document. Put in more instead of less.” 
The Hawaiian provision remains in the bill as 
it passed the Senate and may be found in the 
printed copies. Only few people about the 
Senate are aware of the fact that this Hawaiian 
reciprocity provision first saw the light. that 
Sunday afternoon ina committee-room of 
the Capitol and that the first draft was in the 
handwriting of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Democratic Senators have endeavored to 
create the impression that Mr. Carlisle’s part 
in the transaction was ohly that of an amanu- 
ensis. But the facts in the case show that the 
missionary work of the sugar trust began 
with John G. Curlisle at hi- private house and 
ended with John G. Carlisle at a secret meet- 
ing at the Capitol. 

Some Republicans have been intensely anx- 
jous to secare a fac-simile of this celebrated 
document.

OONGRESS I8 GIVEN NEW POINTS ON 
OHIOAGO’S FEDERAL BUILDING. 


Gen. Black Presents Some Additional Res- 
sons for a New Structure—Sanitary Con- 
dition Shown to Be Criminally Bad- 
Health of the Employes Continually 
Menaced=Important Features of the 
Oleomargarine Bill—Postmaéters Ap- 
pointed for Western Towns. 


Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.]— 

Although nothing definite has been agreed 
upon by the Congressional delegations from 
Chicago and New York in regard to the pub- 
lic buildings proposed to be erected in those 
two cities considerable information will be 
given Congress as a result of the agitation. 
Before the House adjourned yesterday Gen. 
Black secured leave to print in the record 
some additional reasons why Chicago needed 
a public building, and some of the most con- 
vincing came in the shape of a report made to 
Health Commissioner Reynolds as to the sani- 
tary condition of the present Postoffice build- 
ing. 
»The building was visited in the forenoon, 
at which time the fewest number of employés 
was present. At this time the chemical ex- 
amination was made. The sanitary examina- 
thon extended through a period of four days. 
The basement, in which about 200 men are 
constantly employed, is dark, grimy, and un- 
ventilated. Upon application of the pepper- 
mint test we found the sewerage “defective, 
catch basins full and even with the floor sur- 
face, and water-closet connections connecting 
with catch-basins. The water closets and 
wash room in the southeast corner of the 
building we found ina decidedly unsanitary 
condition. The fixtures themselves are 
covered with filth from constant use, 
soaked and impregnated,. while underneath 
the fixtures water constantly stands. The air 
of this room is decidedly bad. During the 
peppermint test, peppermint was plainly dis- 
cernible in and about the fixtures, showing de- 
fects in the sewerage system. The same gen- 
eral conditions apply to toilet-rooms wher- 
ever found in the basement or on the main 
floor, Upon removing the covers of catch- 
basins in different parts of the basement the 
odor of peppermint was plainly . discernible. 
As a properly constructed basin is supposed 
to be trapped against the main sewer or con- 
nection, it is plain to be seen that they are 
deficient in the most important requisite 
looking to safe or perfect sewerage. 

No provision seems to have been made for 
a supply of fresh air to the basement, while 
the building of the annex has darkened and 
decreased any chance for ventilation on that 
side of the building. In conversation with 
employés we found many of them complain- 
ing bitterly of the condifions with which they 
are surrounded. Sickness among employés 
is the rule rather than the exception. On the 
main floor, in carriers’ room and gallery, the 
air is exceedingly close and stifimg. Here 
the employés complain of lassitude, ‘head- 
aches, etc. As at times there are from four 
to 500 workingmen on this main floor, their 
condition without ventilation may be im- 
agined. The Postmaster's room, northeast 
corner of the building, is deficient in véntila- 
tion, being closed in from outer air by reason 
of the annex part of the building, the supply 
of fresh air in this room being very deficient. 
The offices occupied by the officials of the gov- 
ernment in the upper part of the buildiny are 
fairly well off as regards light and air, but the 
plumbing work in general is radically wrong. 

‘* Returning to the carriers’ room, the fresh 
air supply is presumably taken from the cor- 
ridors. The only supply the corridor receives 
is from the openmg of the doors leading 
thereto. This is irregular and inefficient. Al- 
though transoms are provided overdoors and 
windows, there is no indication of their ever 
having been opened of late years, as their ap- 
pliances for opening are rusted and out of or- 
der. I failed to find an official or employé of 
the building who knew of their having been 
opened at any time. The carriers’ 
room is ineclosed by ekylight, no 
ventilation on same. At the time of 
our visit daylight was hardly discernible 
through it on account of the dirt upon it. 
This building is utterly deficient in every 
requisite as regards drainage, light, and ven- 
tilation. Seven hundred employés are in the 
basement and carriers’ room, upon whom the 
sun cannot shine during their employment in 
the building. The conditions are inexcusably 
bad, and would not be allowed in any mer- 
cantile establishment in the City of Chicago 
without action, prompt and vigorous, by this 
department.

Echoes of the recent strike troubles in the 
West were heard in the House today, mainly 
through the instrumentality of Messrs. Can- 
non and Fithian of Illinois.

monwealth. It was the first time in the his. 
tory of this government that a Democratic 
President had countenanced the invasion of a 
State by Federal troops, and he hoped it 
would be tne last. 

This remark brought Representative Can. 
non to his feet with a defense of President 
Cleveland which seemed to be relished not 
only by the Democrats but by members of 
the romper He inted out the condition 
of affairs which had existed in Illinois, and 
particularly in the vicinity of Chicago, dur- 
ing the last two months which had necessita- 
ted the interference by the Chief Magistrate 
of the United States.

upreme Court in the case of

manufactured in one State and transported into 
another State and placed on the market the sale 
of such article of commerce should be protected 
to the extent of the transportation while the 
goods were retained in the original pack and 
until they became a part of the commercia prod- 
uct of the State into which they were shipped. 

Most of the States in the Union, it seems, 
have passed laws regulating the sale of oleo- 
margarine, but these laws do not prohibit 
either the manufacture or sale at wholesale 
and retail of this article, but all such legisla- 
tion of the States seems to be for the purpose 
of preventi the sale of oleomargarine as 
for butter. 1 other words, no exception has 
been taken to the sale of oleomargarine as 
such, but — continue > on 
against the sale of oleomargarine as butter, 
— it seems that most of the States have 
upon the statute books laws of this character, 
but as soon as the original package decision 
was rendered the dealers in oleomargarine 
saw an opportunity by which they could evade 
these laws and effect at least one sale without 
fear of prosecution. 

Representatives of the farmers and dairy- 
men of the United States claim thata large 
amount of oleomargarine has thus been piaced 
upon the markets and the sale of oleomarga- 
rine as butter universally increased. This 
position is borne out by investigation of the 
receipts of taxes collected on oleomargarine 
from November. 1886, the date of the pass- 
age of the Hatch oleomargarine law. Manu- 
facturers of pure butter have never asked for 
prohibitory laws as to the manufacture or 
sale of oleomargarine, but they have with 
much force and unquestioned justice insisted 
that oleomargarine should be sold upon its 
merits and not disposed of to unsuspecting cus- 
tomers as genuine butter. It seems to the 
Committee on Agriculture that an interest so 
large and important as the dairy interests of 
the United States, the yearly product of 
which dmounts to $900,000,000, should be 
recognized in any reasonable legislation de- 


manded.

BOUTELLE ATTACKS THE PRESIDENT. 


Calls His Hawaiian Policy “ Peanut Poll 
tics "That Federal Troop Order. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 9.—In the House 
today Mr. Boutelle (Rep., Me.), speaking toa 
question of personal privilege, denied a pub- 
lished imputation that he had introduced for 
political purposes resolutions recognizing the 
new Hawaiian Republic. Referring to the 
President’s recognition of the republic, he 
was describing how Mr. Gresham had 
sneaked up to the Capitol yesterday to inform 
Chairman McCreary of the administration’s 
purpose,“ when he was called to order by Mr. 
Outhwaite (Dem., O.), and warned by the 
Speaker. Mr. Boutelle denounced the con- 
duct of the administration in the Hawaiian 
affair as ** peanut polities.“ He asked the 
House to repudiate the whole turbulent and 
malod Nous affair, and to express to the new 
republic its cordial congratulations. 

The Speaker here decided that Mr. Boutelle 
had gone outside of the question of personal 
privilege, and, as he wouid not desist, ordered 
him to take his seat. 

Chairman McCreary of the Foreign Affairs 
committee tried to reply to Mr. Boutelle, but 
a point of order was raised by Mr. Fithian 
(Dem., III.) and sustained by the Speaker. 
Mr. McCreary protested that Mr. Boutelle by 
his manner and words has charged im- 
proper motives to the committee. . 

Mr. Boutelle interjected: ** I withdraw the 
manner. The gentlemar from Kentucky has 
enough for both of us.“ 

Mr. McCreary thereupon resumed his seat. 

In the morning hour, Mr. Meyer (Dem., 
La.) again called up the bill to promote the 
efficiency of the militia. Mr. Fithian (Dem., 
Ill.) denounced the government for sending 
Federal troops into Illinois without first re- 
ceiving a request from the Governor. 

Mr. Meyer (Dem., La.) and Mr. Cannon 
(Rep., III.) defended the action, declaring 
that the President had done his duty ; that the 
country exclaimed: ‘*God bless him, what 
courage he has.“ and that the Republicans 
cried ** Amen.“ 

The morning hour expired without action on 
the bill, and at 2:15 p. m., under the special 
order, the remainder of the day was devoted 
to business reported from the Committee on 
Claims. 

In the course of two and a half hours six re- 
lief bills were passed by the House. Then at 
4:30 p. m. the House adjourned.

To Prevent Free Use of Timber. 


Mr. McRae’s bill to prevent the free use of 

timber on public lands was agreed on today. 

The bill repeals the acts of 1891 regulating the 

cutting of timber and that of 1893 governing 

prosecutions for violations of the law, and pro- 

vides that hereafter it shall be unlawful to grant 

permission to any persons or corporations to cut 

timber free of charge. Nothing in the act is to 

prevent the Secretary of the Interior from per- 

mitting, under proper restrictions, the use of 

stone and timber — to bonafide settlers or 
mineral prospectors for firewood, fencing, or 
building purposes. The committee struck out 
the ciause revoking all permits already granted 
by the Interior Department. 


Law That May Cause Trouble. 


The President today approved the act recently 

yassed by Congress requiring railroads in the 
erritories running over right of way granted by 
the government to establish stations at all town 
sites established by the Interior Department. 
This law grew out of the contest between the 
Rock [sland road and the people living in towns 
in Oklahoma located by the government, the 
railroad refusing to stop at these towns as it had 
town sites at other points. It is believed this 
law will end the trouble. | 


Disagree on Sundry Civil Bill. 


The conferrees on the sundry civil bill will re- 
port a disagreement tomorrow.

OLEVELAND FOROED TO REGOGNIZE 
NEW REPUBLIOAN GOVERNMENT. 


Announcement Formally Made in the 
House- Representative Boutelle Steals 
a March on Chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee McCreary by Giving 
the Facts Under the Guise of a Per- 
sonal) Privilege Speech—Some Diplomat- 
ic Sparring. 

Wasutseton, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.]}— 
Representative Boutelle cut the earth from 
under Chairman McCreary of the Foreign 
Relations committee in the House today by 
making the announeement of the recognition 
by the administration of the Republic of 
Hawaii. Maine’s Congressman did as clever 
a piece of work as anything that has marked 
his career at Washington, for the Kentucky 
statesman has been rolling this piece of in- 
formation under his tongue with the intention 
of springing it on the House today as soon as 
an opportunity presented itself. But Con- 
gressman Boutelle proved himself a greater 
diplomat than the gentleman from Kentucky, 
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nouncement did not have the effect. hone 
Boutelle’s resolution. The 
Republican members of the committee main. 
tained that the President's action did not af. 
fect the status of the resolution, and it wasstill 
in order and desirable for Congress to extend 
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and the manner in which he stole the iatter’s 
thunder convulsed not only his Republican 
associates but a great many on the Demo- 
cratic side of the House. It was a clever 
piece of work on the part of Mr. Boutelle to 
rise to a question of personal privilege and 
bring out the fact that after repeated 
evasions the administratioa had formally rec- 
ognized the new republic in the Pacific Ocean. 

Ever since Secretary Gresham called at the 
Capitol yesterday and acquainted Chairman 
McCreary with the intelligence that Tuesday 
had witnessed the formal recognition of 
Hawaii by the interchange of the custumary 
diplomatic communications „between repre- 
sentatives of the two governments the Ken- 
tuckian had almost burst the buttons off his 
vest trying to conceal this momentous secret. 
To his amazement and corresponding disgust, 
however, Mr. Bouteile, who had acquired the 
information from a Democratic colleague of 
Mr. McCreary’s, annouriced under cover of 
his question of privilege that the recognition 
of Hawaii was at last an accomplished fact. 
To do this, however, it became necessary for 
Congressman Boutelle to assert that improp- 
er motives had been imputeti to him for the 
presentation of the resolution of July 
30 urging Cengressional recognition of 
the Republic of Hawaii. Chairman McCreary 
sat fidgeting in his chair, while the Maine 
Congressman, without any regard for diplo- 
matic usage, proceeded to enlighten the House 
upon the course which had been pursued by 
Secretary Gresham as the representative of 
In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Boutelle declared that Secretary 
Gresham came sneaking into the lobby of the 
House during the closing hours of yesterday’s 
session for the purpose of giving the gentle- 
man from Kentucky, McCreary, a quiet tip 
as to the intentions of the administration. 

This remark brought out an indignant pro- 
test from Congressman Outhwaite of Ohio, 
who asserted that Mr. Boutelle had exceeded 
the powers granted him under a privileged 
question by making an attack upon a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet. In the blandest and cool- 
est manner possible the Maine Congressman 
announced his willingness to proceed in a 
more orderly manner if his language was ob- 
jectionable to the other side. All the secrets 
of the Foreign Affairs committee in relation 
to the Hawaiian resolutions were mercilessly 
laid bare by Mr. Boutelle, to the manifest 
annoyance and ill-concealed chagrin of the 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. , : 

Just as soon as he could obtain permission 
to take the floor Mr. McCreary attempted to 
reply to the gentleman from Maine. An in- 
terruption, however, came from an unex pect- 
ed source ina motion by Mr. Fithian calling 
for the regular order.

If the Senate 
concur the investigation will be attempted, at 
a cost of $10,000 to the people. The author 
of the resolution seems to expect to find out 
the effects of machinery upon employment, 
wages, the cost of production, the relative 
producing power of machinery and hand la- 
bor, and the effect which the running of ma- 
chines by women and children has upon the 
wages of men. Probably there is no over 
way of curing McGann and others like him of 
their fallacious notions, and the $10,000 will 
not have been spent in vain if the investiga- 
tion result in convincing him and them that 
the Chinese policy is not the best. If he 
should extend his inquiries to the Flowery 
Kingdom he would fina thit the labor w age 
in the cities of that vast country does not 
average more than about 14 cents per day, 
though nearly all of it is performed without 
competition from machinery. It may be for 
him a harder lesson to learn that no investi- 
gation of the kind proposed can affect the use 
of machinery or materially alter the condi- 
tions under which it is supposed by him to 
compete with mere hand labor.

Why did not Senator Gray and his Demo- 
cratic colleagues on the committee go into 
this matter thoroughly and find out how much 
truth there was in these reports of a bargain 
between Havemeyer and the Democratic Na- 
tional Campaign committee? They did not 
dare to—that is the reason. The committee 
recommended legal proceedings against a 
newspaper correspondent for refusing to re- 
veal the name of his informant, but when 
Mr. Havemeyer refused to tell just what sums 
he nud given or to whom he was not put in 
jail nor threatened with the law. The com- 
mittee preferred that the Democratic leaders 
should remain suspected of having made a 
corrupt bargain with the sugar trust about 
prospective legislation, because a searching 
inquiry would have résulted in makuig that 
suspicion a certainty. The committee in ef- 
fect pleaded guilty on behalf of the De.

Before the Free Press can expect its readers 
to believe that this campaign contribution 
was a falschood ' it must explain satisfac- 
torily first the deliberate failure of the com- 
mittee to gotothe bottom of this question, 
and second the singulur subserviency of 
Democratic Senators to the trust, especially 
of those Senators who were members of the 
National Campaign committee of 1892 and 
who made what pledges were made.

DROUGHT AND THE CORN CROP. 

People in this city and vicinity have but a 
faint appreciation of the terrible drought that 
prevails over many of the States in the Weat, 
and the effect of the drought in lessening the 
volume of the corn crop. Telegrams sent 
from Chicago recommending parties in the 
drought-smitten States (who had bought corn 
at lower prices) to take their profits were re- 
sponded to with the remark: ** You have no 
idea of conditions here.“ Traveling men re- 
port to theiremployers in this city that in vast 
sections in Missouri, lowa, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska it is not a question of half a crop, but 
that there will be no corn, desolation reign- 
ing supreme. In some places large numbers 
of live stock are being sold at merely nomi- 
nai figures because of the belief that there 
will be nothing with which to feed the ani- 
mals if they are held a few weeks longer. 

The drought is marked not only for its 
present severity, Sut for its long persistence. 
The following tigures show the number of 
inches in depth by which the rainfall since 
‘March 1 has been deficient at the places 
named: Cleveland, 4; Toledo, 44¢; Duluth, 
64¢; Chicago, 606; Davenpcrt, 10%; 
Des Moines, 12; Keokuk, 7; Springtield, III., 
6; Cairo, 8: St. Louis, 7; Omaha, 12; 
Huron, S8. D., 8. Adjacent areas are pretty 
well represented by these figures, which mean 
that by far the larger partwf the corn belt is 
desiccated. The fact is all the more tantaliz- 
ing as excessive rainfall has been the rule re- 
cently in the greater portion of the Southern 
States, with the result of deluging both corn 
and cotton, while the Middle Atlantic and 
New England States, which grow little corn, 
have had rain sufficient to relieve drought.

since the date of the last reorganization up to

It is to be followed later by a somptate exhibit 
of its financial condition on that date. 

At the present writing 1 am unable to report 
formally either on the earning capacity of the 
property for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1894, 
the indebtedness, the Eastern and Western com- 
bined, existing April 30, 1894, or the 
general financial condiuon at the lat 
ter date, for the reason that I 
have not been able to obtain the lance sheet

4 Reinhart Points to Alleged Errors. 


President Reinhart in his reply declares the 
earnings of the Atchison system for the period 
named amount to about $180,000,000, and 
then goes on to point out the errors into 
which he asserts Littie has fallen. He says: 

I find that $1,100,000 of earnings of the Atchi- 
son system, deducted from its income account 
under the agreement with the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railway company. 1887, as shown in 
the annual reports and properly credited to the St. 
Louis and mn Francisco railway company is 
owned by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé rail- 
way company. In other words, Mr. Little ignores 
$1,100,000 of actual earnings of the Atchison 
railroad and gives them ‘no place in his state- 
ment of the earnings of the system. I also find 
that Mr. Little refuses to include a balance of 

457,939 (United States currency) subsidy due 
rom the Mexican Government to the Sonora 
railway (one of the Atchison auxiliary com- 
nies), which is an undisputed claim recognized 
by the Mexican Government. I find also that an 
item of $450,000. covering earnings on freight 
on through billing for the last week in each 
month, has beemignored by Mr. Little, notwith- 
standing the fact that such item was fully ex- 
plained to him. — 

1 further tind that Mr. Little has either over- 
looked or refused to recognize $2,332,000 of in- 
terest earned from Jan. 1, 1890, to Dec. 23. 

' 1893, on advances made by the Atchison and 
San Francisco companies to- the Atlantic and 
Pacific companies, which, with the interests so 
earned, is an asset of these two companies, and 
which in adjustment of the accounts cf the three 
companies named must be treated as an asset of 
the Atchison and San Francisco companies be- 
longing to their income account. Still further 
do I find that Mr. Little has not included about 
51. 500.000 of profit earned by the company upon 
its investment in terminal properties. 

The items of $1,612,110 and $152,951, making 
an aggregate of $1,765,061, which Mr. Little 
also refers to, were proper debits to the fran- 
chise and property accounts for the reason that 
they represent expenditures made out of the rev- 
enues of the reorganized company subsequent to 
Oct. 1, 1889, but which were applied to the op- 
erations of the property prior to the date of re- 
organization and should have been cared for 
under the forty-two mortgages represented under 
the old company. This asset was used to offset 
charges which affected the other side of the in- 
come account, and, as Mr. Littie himself has 
stated in his roport, in the end the effect on the 
income account will be precisely the samo.“ 

The items I have mentioned more than cover 
the alleged overstatement of ‘income for the 
period of Mr. Little's examination by about 
$500,000. 

Mr. Little states that June 30, 1893, the com- 
pany did not have on hand the amount of cash 
shown by the books. 1 desire to state most em- 
phatically that on the date referred to the com- 
pany actually had on handincash and cash items 
the amount stated in its report on that date. 


Situation Becomes More Complicated. 


The Atchison situation has steadily become 
more and more complicated since the first 
inkling that Expert Accountant Little had 
discovered irregularities in the accounts of 
the company. There was every — — 
this morning that some lively developnients 
would be brought out before the reorganiza- 
tion of the company’s affairs could begin to 
proceed with any degree of smoothness. ‘The 
adjourned meeting of the Reorganization 
committee was held at p. m., and 
Thomas Baring. Robert Fleming. and 
Col. J. J. MeCook were present 
upon invitation. All the members 
of the Reorganization committee were pres- 
ent save Messrs. Iselin, Olcott. and Fitz- 
gerald. Asacopy of Mr. Little’s report had

been sent to President Reinhart, all the com-. 


mittee had in hand was the formal! reception 
of Mr. Reinhart’s reply. This was laid be- 
fore the committee at once, and then a state- 
ment was made by Col. J. J. McCook, the 

eneral counsel for the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railroad company. 

He said he was not an expert in accounting 
or traffic matters and had not given special 
attention to the details of those departments 
further than to satisfy himself that those de- 
partments are conducted ‘by experienced and 
capable officials. He wished to state most 
explicitly that if rebates had been paid by the 
company it had been done without his knowl- 
edge or approval. Whatever conclusion might 
be reached by the general reorganization 
committee, whether it sustained the position 
of Mr. Little or Mr. Reinhart in this matter, 
he wished to say in the most definite and ex- 
plicit way that if the result of the examina- 
tion should show that the company’s accounts 
had been in any respect kept in an irregular 
manner or not in compliance strictly with 
best accounting methods or that the earnings 
of the company had been in any respect over- 
stated it had been done without his kvowl- 
edge and of course without his approval. 

Then Mr. Baring was asked to say some- 
thing. He said he was not prepared with any 
written statement for the committee as he 
had had no notice of its wish that he should 
attend the meeting only a few minutes before 
his arrival. No one could be more astonished 
than Mr. Baring to find that there existed be- 
tween the accountant appointed by the com- 
mittee and the company’s own accountant 
any serions differences of opinion. He 
thought had any difference arisen it would be 
on questions of pure accounting and of minor 
importance. Mr. Baring himself had always 
received the financial statements rendered 
him by the accounting department of the 
company with the utmost confidence in their 
perfect harmony. : 

Had All Confidence in Reinhart, 

For several years he had had full confidence 
in Mr. Reinhart and said he should hesitate 
to withdraw that confidence until something 
serious was conclusively proved against Mr. 
Reinhart’s methods. For bimself, having 
ceased to reside in this country during the 


last three years and paying only fleeting an- 


nual visits here, he had during those visits 
always endeavored to satisfy himself as to the 
real position of the company, but he 
was as little acquainted with the de- 
tails of the accounting system of the 
books kept at Topeka and eisewhere 
as with the traffic arrangements under which 
the President worked his road from the center 
of Chicago. Or all points he was in entire 
agreement with Col. McCook, whose state- 
ment he had heard with pleasure. Mr. Baring 
regretted that he sould give the committee so 


little infofmation, but said he was most Will. 


a d anxious to answer any questions mem- 
wer the committee wished to put to him if 
by doing so he could help forward the reor- 
ganization of the company, a matter of much 
interest to all présent. 

All these statements, written and verbal, 
made Expert Little laugh when he got the 
opportunity to read them over carefully long 
after the meeting this evening. Briefly, Mr. 
Little says the Reinhart crowd has been keep- 
ing books on wind, The statement he makes 
to the committee, backed by bis investigation 
of the company’s books, shows how the in- 
come account and the assete of the Atchison 
company were exaggerated if not misstated.

REOORD OF A TEXAS DESPERADO. 


The Graves of His Victims Were Scattered 
from Dodge City to Santa Fe. 

Kansas City Times: The man who told the 
story, between the puffs of his cigar, was from 
Texas. 

Clay Allison’s life was a tragic romance,“ 
he began. Clay Allison was a desperado. 
He lived in the Red River country in the Pan- 
handle. His trigger finger was busiest in the 
early 808. His record was twenty-one. He 
boasted of it. Twenty-one dead men, whose 
graves were scattered from Dodge City to San- 
ta Fé, I myself saw him kill Bill Chunk, a 
bad man, who shot 
fun of seeing them fall. The two men had 
no cause for quarrel. They were the prize 
killers of the same section of the country. It 
was a spirit of rivalry which made them swear 
to shoot each other on sight. Their friends 
bet on the result. of their first chance ren- 
contre, They met one night at a crossroad 
inn in New Mexico and sat down at tables 
opposite each other, with their drawn six- 
shooters resting on their laps beneath their nap- 
kins. A plate of oysters on the shell had just 
been set before Chunk, when he dropped his 
hand, in careless fashion, and sent a ball at 
Allison beneath the table. Quick asa leap of 
lightning Allison’s gun replied. A tiny red 
spot between Chunk’s eyes marked where the 
bullet entered, The dead man lolled over on 
the table and was still, with his face down- 
ward in the dish of oysters. 

Allison was a large cattie owner. He 
went on a drive to Kansas City once and 
while here fell in love, married, and took 
‘the woman to his home in the West to live. 
A child was born to them—a_ child 
whose face was as beautiful as the face 
of cherub, but whose poor little .body 
was horribly deformed. Allison loved 
the child with the great love of his 
passionate nature. In the babe’s twisted 
aud misshapen form his superstitious mind 
read a meaning as significant as that of the 
message which the divine hand wrote on the 
palace walls of the King of old in Babylon. 
God, he thought., had visited a curse upon him 
for his sins. He quit his wild ways. He 
drank no more. No man ever, after the birth 
of his child, fell before his deadly pistols. He 
was completely changed. 

In the new life which followed he devoted 
himself with absorbing energy to his business 
interests. He became rich in time. Ten 
thousand cattle on the Texas ranges bore his 
brand. A few years ago he was driving from 
his ranch in a heavy road wagon to town. 
The front wheels joited down into a deep rut. 
Allison was pitched headforemost to the 
ground. His neck was broken. The team 
jogged on into the distance and left him lying 
there dead and alone upon the prairie.“ 


WESNER UNDER SEVERAL OHARGES.

Man Shot by His Father-in-Law at 
non Had a Bad Kecord. 

LxBANON, Ind., Aug. 9.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The murder of Christian S. 
Wesner Jr. by his father-in-law, James Liv. 
ingston, last night. is the sole topic of con- 
versation in this city today. Wesner's career 
has been a checkered one. At the time 
of his death he was under indictment 
for cutting William Bechtel with intent to 
kill, shooting at Richard Bush with intent to 
kill, shooting at George Hall with intent to 
kill, and various other crimes. The entire 
neighborhood in which he resided was 
excited all day yesterday because he 
had made threats to burn out the 
town. When sober he was a pleasing 
young gentleman, but was a terror to the 
community when intoxicated.

company, late this afternoon filed a com- 
plaint in the United States Court for the 
Southern circuit against John D. Vermeule, 
Vice-President of the Holland Trust com- 
pany, charging him with the misappropria- 
tion of over $200,000, funds of the Tellico 
company, deposited in trust with the trust 
company for the development of rail 
way property in Tennessee.

His Majesty has taken the matter of of- 
ficial appointments largely into his own hands 
and is superseding in a great measure the 
grand council. He is severe on cases of 
gigantic peculation. An instance of his 
severity is found in the case of a former Min- 
ister to Washington. The Minister, finding 
that punishment for his corruption while in 
the United States was inevitable, appealed for 
an appointment on Li Hung Chang’s staff. 
On a recent inspection tour the Vice- 
roy referred the application to the 
Emperor. The latter found 
unable to refuse, but he insisted that the Min- 
ister first pass a difficult literary examination, 
which he failed to do. The Emperor there- 
upon degraded him in the Han Lin Academy 
and stripped him of his official rank, reducing 
him four grades, from the Red Button to the 
White Button. He was thus punished for 
crimes which were not alluded to in his sen- 
tence. 


WOULD HELP THE COREANS LITTLE.

One Thousand Barrels of Flour Would Not 
Go Far in Relieving Distress. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 9.—Secretary 
Gresham has received from the Christian 
Herald of New York the application fora 
government ship to transport 1,000 barrels 
of flour to Corea. This is the first notice the 
department has had that any unusual meas- 
ure of distress and deprivation exists in the 
kingdom. Assuming that it is true, the 
officials do not see how so small a 
quantity of grain, which the Coreans 
scarcely know how to use, will beof muchavail 
in a population of 10,000,000 people. To 
complicate the situation, it is said the Chi- 
nese and Japanese soldiers now occupying 
Corea are generally living on the country, so 
that any supplies sent tothe people might 
finally fail into the hands of the. foreign sol- 
diers. Secretary Gresham has not yet dis- 
posed of the application. 

The officials of the Corean Legation are 
themselves taking steps looking to the ship- 
meat to Corea of uny supplies that may be 
donated by the people of this country. 

Little interruption to the transmission of 
the United States mail can be caused by the 
war over Corea and no apprehension of delay 
is entertained by officials of the postoffice 
department, Corea has no regular postal 
system, and such crude service as is main- 
tained is either, under the authority of the 
Japanese gevernment or through private 
enterprise. Steps were taken last spring by 
the Corean government through its legation 
officials here to secure all necessary informa- 
tion preparatory to admission into the uni- 
versal postal union, but since then no action 
has been taken. 


COLUMBIA ON GUARD AT SLUEFIELDS. 


The Captain of the Cruiser Anticipates No 
Serious Trouble, 

Wasninerton, D. C., Aug. 9.—The first of- 
ficial notice that the United States steamer 
Columbia has arrived at Bluefields came to 
the Navy Department in a telegram from 
Capt. Summer, brought to New Orleans last 
night by steamer from Bluefields. It contains 
an account of the happenings there up to four 
days ago and the encouraging report 
by Capt. Summer that he anticipates 
no serious trouble in the future.

MEXICAN CORN CROP WILL BE FAILURE. 


Official Reports from Michigan and South 
Dakota Are Discouragine. 

Wasurneton. D. C., Aug. 9.—([Special.]— 
Owing to drought the tirst crop of corn of 
Mexico will be. almosta failure. Recently 
rains have fallen at the City of Mexico, but 
were mostly confined to that locality. In the 
Northero States it is learned that the wheat 
yield is very light and unless the late corn 
crop should prove to be unusually fine large 
importations of cereals fron the United 
States will have to be made. 

LansinG, Mich., Aug. 9.—[(Special.]—The 
August crop report issued by Secretary of 
State Gardner today estimates an average 
yield of 15.47 of wheat per acre in the State. 
The cereal is of excellent quality, fully nine- 
tenths of correspondents reporting it good 
The total number of bushels 
roported marketed in July is 897,972, as 
compared with 541,857 bushels in July, 
1893. The total number of bushels reported 
marketed in the last twelve months is 15,- 
146,278, or 843,931 bushels more than dur- 
ing the same months last year. Oats are esti- 
mated to yield twenty-eight bushels per acre 
for the State. The average condition of corn 
is 80 per cent and of potatoes 72 per cent for 
the State. Meadows and pastures and clover 
sowed this year are in poor condition, 
the percentages ranging from 66 to 77. Ap- 

les promise 53 per ceat of an average crop 
in the southern counties, as compared with 
21 per cent last year. In the central and 
northern counties the ou‘look is for two- 
thirds of an average crop. Last year the 
figures for these sections were 35 and 61 per 
cent respectively. The bright sunshine, high 
temperature, and dry weather that have pre- 
vailed since July 1 are teliing severely on all 
crops. The rainfall in June was but two- 
thirds of normal for the State and in the 
southern and in the central sections but about 
one-half. There has been no general soaking 
rain during July or August. 

Hvron, S. D., Aug. 9.—Summaries of re- 
ports from fifty South Dakota counties sent 
to the United States Weather Bureau in this 
city give the following concerning crop con- 
ditions: 

The weather was cooler than last week. but 
there is no rain of consequence reported except 
over limited areas in a few localities in the 
southeastern portion of the State and late crop 
prospects have not brightened. The very warm, 
dry weather ripened wheat very rapidly 
and some shrinkage of the — 
is reported, but nerally the rry 
is good in quality. xcept in the Northern 
Black Hills country and in scattered localities 
elsewhere drought and high temperature damage 
to corn, flax, millet, and grass is abont irrep- 
arable. There are limited localities, however, 
where a fair crop is expected if plentiful rains 
fall soon and frost does not occur too early. 
Many farmers are cutting their corn for fodder. 
Haying is being pushed every where, but generally

*otatoes are suffering for rain generally and it 
appears must receive it soon to make a fair crop.

The 
company has been doing a big business 
in the West, having a house not only here, 
established about a year, but in numerous 
other points in Nebraska, Illinois, Indiana, 
and Michigan towns. Up to within a month 
the buying of the company was all done in 
Chicago through Kennett, Hopkins & Co. 
Mr. Bell of the house says: Since then the 
Booge-Frazee company has carried on the 
operations.“ This is simply another name for 
the Hawkeye company. as its principal officers 
are D. D. Frazee, President: and II. . 
Booge, Vice-President. M. Bell said tne 
company was transactiny a straight business. 
It is charged, however, that the company ran 
a bucket shop and this primarily was the 
cause of the failure itself instead of dealing 
with the Chicago Board of Trade, as it had 
assumed to carry all the risks and got caught. 
It is the opinion in the Board of Trade that 
this is a complete failure. It is esti- 
mated that the amount lost in mar- 
gius and profits at South Omaha is 
nearly $75,000. One man from Beatrice. 
whose name is withheld,had 100,000 bushels 
of September corn, and his protits the last 
few days would have been $15,000. He put 
up his margins. The company is supposed to 
have pocketed the money. A suit has been 
brought by Christopher Neuman in the Dis- 
trict Court, he sving the company for $7,000. 
ile says he left $500 with the firm in July 
and the rise in corn ought to have brought 
him the amount for which he sues, but he is 
unable to collect the money and believes the 
house never really invested the money.

SAYS HE HAS BEEN THREATENED.

While Going to His Home in a Hack His 
Driver Is Accosted by Men Who Want 
to Know the Identity of the Passenger 
user Johnstone Warned to Desist 
from His Present Course—Miners at 
Ladd, Seatonville, and Morris Go to 


Work. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 9.—The State militia is 
en route to the scene of the strike, : 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Johnston of South Omaha says his life has 
been threatened as a result of the present 
strike. When Mr. Johnston was on his way 
home last night from the Omaha conference 
and when his hack had reached the viaduct 
over which he goes to his home his driver was 
hailed several times by men who inquired 
who was in the vehicle. Later unknown per- 
sons approached the Mayor and declared if 
he persisted in his present course his life 
would be forfeited. 

Acting-Gov. Majors in the conference last 
night asked Sheriff Drexel pointedly: 

Mr. Sheriff, have you done everything 
that you could do to maintain law and 
order? 

„No, I have not,“ frankly replied the 
Sheriff.“ 

Then you cannot get to work too quick- 
ly,’’ was the reply. 

Drexel said he would muster his forces and 
take charge immediately. 

Fewer men than previously came to work 
at the South Omaha packing: houses today, 
and the strikers’ pickets were not kept busy 
turning them back by argument. No clubs 
were shown. The militia was expected, street 
rumors being that it was coming. The packers 
are all doing some slaughtering, but are not 
buying anything in the yards and have called 
their buyers off theemarket. When the men 
quit work last night the different packers told 
them they would not ask them to return . 
work today and they could dot as 
they saw fit, but they did not want 
any of their men to endanger their lives in 
going to and from work. A great number of 
the men did not show up for work this morn- 
ing. The citizens’ committee which met with 
the packers last night in Omaha is in confer- 
ence with the Executive committee of the 
strikers today. 

Sheriff Drexel and three deputies visited 
South Omaha at 5 o’clock this morning. He 
chose to go unattended with a force, as was 
desired by the packers. When seen this morn- 
ing he reported the morning as having passed 
off peaceably. He has opposed the calling 
out of the militia, deeming it unnecessary. 

Martin Stenhat, residing at Fourth and 
William streets, while standing on the rear of 
the South Omaha working train this morning 
was hit in the head by a track bolt thrown by 
amaninthe mob, A big gash was the result. 

One hundred and twenty-five men gathered 
in the court room at 1 o'clock, and the Sher- 
iff with the aid of his deputies proceeded to 
pick out seventy-five specials. Each was 
given a star and a hickory wagon spoke after 
the oath had been administered, and started 
for South Omaha at 3:15 o'clock.

Later he said he 
would go to work in the morning®and it meant 
death to the man who assaulted him while he 
was minding his own business. 

MINERS AT LADD AT WORK AGAIN. 
Shafts in Full Operation, and There Is 
Much Rejoicing Thereat. 

Lapp, III., Aug. 9.—|Special.|—The coal 
miners of Ladd and Seatonville announced 
their willingness to return to work last even- 
ing upon the Columbus scale and today the 
shafts at both places are in full operation. 
Following the decision of the men the whis- 
tles at the shaft were given three long blasts, 
the signal that the mines would be opened the 
next day, and for several hours following both 
towns were in holiday attire. The streets 
were thronged with people who rejoiced that 
the long struggle was at an end. 

Applications are being received from each 
man separately, the companies making the 
selections they desire. A large number of 
miners from Spring Valley made applications 
at both places for work today, but were re- 
fused on the gronnd that the home people 
must be cared for first. 

Morris, III., Aug. 9.—The coal strike which 
began April 21 was officially declared off this 
morning. Deputy Sheriff Alsdurf, who has 
been stationed at Carbon Hill with a large 
number of deputies, some of whom are mem- 
bers of the Grand Army, telegraphed Sheriff 
Daniels that the strike had been declared off 
and asked that cohveyances be sent for the re- 
movalof his men, the situation being no 
longer considered dangerous. 


WANT PAY FOR BEING ON STRIKE, 


Order of Riilway Conductors Sued for $12,- 
000 by Forty-eight Members. 

— The 
Grand Lodge of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors of America having rejected the claims 
made by the men who quit work during the 
Lehigh Valley strike last year, Joha H. Wiles 
and forty-seven other members began suits in 
the Supreme Court today to recover a sum 
aggregating $12,000 as strike pay, at the 
rate of $50 a month.

showing otf.“ The story that Clark appropri- 
ated funds of the order is false, Mr. Grubbs 
says, as the accounts were kept entirely by 
himself. A new President will not be elected, 
and in future the business will be left entirely 
to the Executive com mittee. 


The rumor that C. C. Clark of the Indian- 
apolis local union of the American Bailway 
Union had disappeared and that $1,400 of 
strike fuads is unaccounted for is given ao 
credense at the American Railway Union 
headquarters in this city. It is probably 
only another one of those innumerable stories 
started without a particle of foundation,“ 
said Secretary Keliher yesterday. We have 
heard hothing of it officially or otherwise, 
and if there were any truth in the report we 
would be apt to hear something. C. C. Clark 
is President of the local union at Indian- 
apolis, but has had no access to moneys of 
any sort belonging to or at the dispos- 
al of the American Railway Union.“ 
The Board of Directors holdga daily meeting, 
passing on the mass of routine business which 
piled up when matters of greater importance 
took precedence. President Debs is expected 
to return from Terre Haute next Monday and 
some reports of the proceedings will then be 
made public. The man from Indiana is still 
the boss and nothing will be done without his 
sanction. This is especially true in regard to 
outlining and determining the political move- 
ments of the organization. The appeal to the 
voters of the-country, composed by an out- 


sider and published last Sunday, was any- ° 


thing but satisfactory to Debs. It was too 
vague and wandering, and it is possible that 
Debs will return with some documents pre- 
pared for publication and only held for the 
indorsement of the Board of Directors. 


A. R. U. Man Arrested. 

Bn AlL, Ind., Aug. .- [Special. Grant Agnew, 
Deputy United States Marshal, came from Indi- 
anapolis this morning and placed under arrest A. 
D. Smith, President of the local A. R. U., and 
John Comer, a striking railroader. Mackelfee 
and Fay, two more railroaders of this city, are 
also wanted, but they could not be found. They 
were all charged with contempt of United States 
court. The prisoners were taken to Indianapolis. 
Several of the strikers applied for work today, 
and it is believed the strike will be called off in 
a short time. 


Shoot at the Soldiers. 

NEWCASTLE, Colo., Aug. 9.—The excitement 
overthe shooting of a United States soldier 
guarding the Midland bridge was iutensified last 
night by the firing of ashot by some unknown 
person at First Sergeant McKane. The bullet 
struck just in front of him and glanced off. The 
soldiers were in arms at once and a thorough 
search was made, without finding the would- 
murderer. The militia think they have located 
the party that did the shooting. 


Gov. Nelson Will Act, 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Aug. 9.—Gov. Nelson this 
afternoon received from Secretary Danforth of 
the Commercial cluba letter notifying him of 
the appointment of a committee to act in the 
endeavor to secure the reinstatement of all A. R. 
U. men not offensive during the strike. The 
Governor replied he would serve and doall in 
his power to further the desires of the men. 


Will Get Rent and Fuel Free, 
FrostsurG, Md.. Aug. 9.—The Consolidated 
Coal company has notified all the miners who 
stuck to their posts during the late protracted 
strike that they will each receive nine months 
rent and fuel free. 


SUITS AGAINST SMOKE MAKERS, 


City Begins Proceedings Against the Mich- 
igan CentraleAdams in the Dark. 


Fifteen suits were brought by the City of 
Chicago in Justice Glennon’s court yesterday 
against various firms for violations of the 
smoke and building ordinances, The first four 
suits are against the Michigan Central rail- 
way company, represented by President H. 
B. Ledyard, for the excessive smoke emitted 
by the company’s engines. 

Smoke Inspectors also reported the follow- 
ing as violators of the law: Carl Corper’s 
brewery, Union avenue and Fortieth street; 
Tosetti’s brewery, Fortieth and Wright streets; 
Manhattan Brewery, Fortieth street and Em- 
erald avenue. 

In the meantime there are people who criti- 
cise Mayor Hopkins for going to Buffalo, N. 
V., and leaving the Smoke Department with 
its hands tied. Inspector Adams’ friends say 
he is working in the dark and does not know 
what minute he may run up against some 
friend of the Mayor. They poitt to the IIIi- 
nois Central and Seipp’s brewery as examples. 
Adams’ friends put it this way: 

The Mayor goes out of town on a pleasure 
trip, leaving behind him a staying order pro- 
tecting violators of the smoke nuisance. The 
citizens curse Adams because he does not stop 
the smoke and on the other hand the big brew- 
ers and railroad men threaten to get his scalp 
if he does anything. : 

The time in which the Illinois Central must 
reform is indefinite, but it is supposed Seipp’s 
brewery must stop. smoking the last of this 
week, 


REGULAR TROOPS MOVE NEXT WEEK. 


Those at Fort Sheridan Will Maneuver in 
the Vicinity of Niles. 

Monday and Tuesday the whole garrison of 
Fort Sheridan together with the troops now 
encamped at the post will move upon Evans- 
ton. The 1,800 men will go into camp 
between Evanston and Niles and the much- 
discussed field maneuvers will begin ia ear- 
nest. Capt. Maus of Gen. Miles’ staff has 
completed the necessary negotiations with the 
owners of the lend needed. Yesterday it was 
announced from Gen. Miles’ headquarters 
that the troops would be put into the 
field at once. full program of 
the drills and evolutions is yet 
to be arranged, but the men will be put 
through all the tactics of war. Altogether it 
is going to make a stunning series of military 
spectacies. The War Department has given 
Gen. Miles authority to spend all the blank 
ammunition he chooses, and there will be 
heavy firing round about Niles. The evolu- 
tions of necessity will have to be somewhat 
circumscribed, but it is expected a large 
amount of work will be done, The troops 
probably will te kept in camp three weeks, 
and they are all praying for rain before the 
imitation war begins. 


SHE OOULD NOT HOLD THE THIEF, 


Miss Lottie Swift Got the Man’s Hat and 
He Took Her Pocketbook. 

The most ungaliant man in Chicago is the 
man whose hat is in the pussession of Miss 
Lottie Swift of Brighton Park. Miss Swift is 
a decidedly good-looking young woman. She 
was riding on a Thirty-fifth street electric car, 
It was crowded and Miss Swift with five orsix 
other passengers stood on the rear platform. 

At Portland avenue the passengers were 
astonished to see Mies Swift throw her arms 
affectionaily around the neck of one of the 
men on the platform. The man didn’t seem 
to like it and struggled to getaway. This 
surprised everybody so much when he 
broke loose and ran, leaving his hat in the 
embrace of the pretty Brighton Park girl, no- 


body made a move to stop him. 
The passengers understood the situation 


better when Miss Swift screamed: ‘‘ Catch 
him! He's got my pocketbuok.” The thief 
can have his hat by returning the pocketbook, 
and no questions asked. 


Got Beyond Reach of Help.

BIG WHEEL REVOLVES 


ALL BUT TWO DEPARTMENTS AT 
PULLMAN ARE NOW RUNNING. 


Builders of Freight and Street Cars Will 
Be Put at Work Later—Peaceful Con- 
ditions Prevail and the Old-Time Se- 
renity Seems Practically Assured=—Bat 
the Police Are Ready If Needed=Many 
Old Employes Are Leaving Town— 
Grievance of Stock-Yards ButcHers. 

With the exception of two departments 
every shop of the Pullman works was in op- 
eration yesterday. The two departments 
which did not start up were the freight and 
street car. Nothing was done in these shops 
because of lack of orders and it may be some 
time before business will justify their reopen- 


| Applicants for positions are plentiful, the 


officials say. At 6 o'clock last night, when 
the big gate under the clock tower opened, 
nearly 1,300 men were in line. Save for the 
few policemen one sees scattered through the 
town, the casual visitor to Pullman would not 
suspect that only a short time ago it was the 
scene of one of the greatest strikes in the his- 
tory of the country. Men, women, and chil- 
dren go about their business along the streets, 
there are no crowds visible, and one can 
hardly hear any talking louder than in the 
ordinary conversational tone. 

Yesterday morning, for the first time since 
May 11, Chief Engineer Hoffman put the big 
drive-wheel of the Corliss engine in motion. 
The ponderous machine, ‘which attracted so 
much attention at the Centennial Exposition 
in Philadelphia, started slowly, but as the 
steam forced its way through the cylinders 
the big walkingbeam moved up and down, 
gaining speed with every stroke. Soon the 
big wheel was revolving at the proper speed. 
With it was connected the shafting leading 
through the entire plant, and the Pullman 
shops were running again. 

In the construction department 550 men 
went to work, while 553 were at their poste 
in the repair department. In the blacksmith 
shop there was again heard the clang of ham- 
mers. The work in the repair department is 
divided into several sections, In the tinshop 
all repairing of the tinware and copperware 
for the big dining cars is done, and a dozen 
men were at work repairing the lainps or 
making new ones, A force of carpenters was 
kept busy making repairs on woodwork, An 
entire planing mill was in operation, and 
here the fine woods were sawed, planed, and 
polished. Mattressmakers were at work re- 
pairing old mattresses and turning out new 
ones. 

The construction department includes all 
new work. Eight new compartment cars are 
being built now which when flaished will be 
among the finest in the world. The cost of 
these cars will be $20,000 each. Every por- 
tion of the shops presented a busy scene yes- 
terday. The men went about their work with 
an air of unconcern, as if they had been at 
their places all their lives. 

Assistant Manager Parent expressed him- 
selfas much pleased with the new force. 
The men are as intelligent as you will find 
in any shop in the United States, he said. 
„It will not be long before they will do their 
work as well as any of the old men. More 
than half of our present force is composed of 
new men. 

The men work sixty hours a week. They 
go to work at 6:30 a. m., have three-quarters 
of an hour for dinner, and quit at 6 p. m. 
Saturday afternoon no work is done at the 
shops, which gives the employés half a day’s 


rest. 

The laundry girls quit work at 4 o’clock 
daily. A wagon-load of police officers is on 
hand to escort them to their homes, but cases 
of violence are growing rare. Yesterday not 
one of the girls was molested. Lieut. Bassett 
has eighty policemen under his command. 
When asked how the strikers were behaving 
he declared he had no reason to complain. 
I do not look for any trouble now,“ he said. 
Everything is quiet aud the old men are in- 
clined to be peaceful.’ 

Before the strike 2,800 men were at work 
in the Pullman shops. Now there are only 
1,300 employed, and it may be some time 
before the number is increased. 

„We are not taking on many new men,” 
said Manager Middleton, and it will be 
some time before we can use as many as we 
had before. When the men struck we were 
finishing. up some contracts, but now new 
work is scarce and we have not employment 
for as many men as heretofore.” 

As soon as enough skilled men are found to 
operate the freight car and street car depart- 
ments Mr. Parent says they will be started 
also. Journeymen now applying for this 
work are put elsewhere until a full force can 
be collected. These two branches give em- 
ployment to 450 men. Outside of the main 
works are the foundry, brickyards, and the 
irou and steel works. These are not yet run- 
ning. 

Many of the old men are preparing to leave 
the town. About 225 tool chests were taken 
from the shops during the morning. They 
are owned by the skilled workmen, whose 
places have not been filled, although the shops 
are in operation. The removal of the chests 
is taken as a last indication that the men will 
not return to their posts, although they are 
offered a chance before strangers are hired. 


NEW YORK BUTCHERS GRIEVANCE. 


They Claim the Stock Yards People Have 
Broken Their Agreement. 

‘Stock Yards butchers who were brought 
from New York by the packers have a griev- 
ance, They say they came under an agree- 
ment that they were to receive $28 a 
week and steady work and that the 
transportatica to Chicago was to 
be paid by the employers. This, agree- 
ment they say is not being kept in several 
particulars, The employers deny the con- 
tract has been broken. Many of the men 
have been out of employment for so long 
they are not able to stand the heavy work in 
the packing-houses and some of them knocked 
off yesterday. Receipts atthe yards yester- 
day were: Cattle, 10,000; hogs, 28,000; 
sheep. 9,000, 

Frank Moll was dismissed from charges of 
interfering with inter-State commerde yester- 
day by Commissioner Hoyne. He was charged 
with being a striker and pulling a pin from a 
Chicago, Miiwaukee and St. Paul train at the 
Peoria street crossing. Moll said he was a 
labore und was compelled to pass through 
the train while it was blocking the crossing. 

John McCaffery, an Illinois Central striker, 
was held to the grand jury on charges of over- 
turning a freight car at Kensington July 8. 


NEW PLAN FOR EVANSTON LIBRARY. 


Card System Placed in Operation for the 


Classic Suburbanites. 

The public free library of Evanston has 
been closed for several weeks in order to in- 
augurate the card system for patrons of the 
circulation department. Miss Mary B. Lind- 
say, the recently appointed librarian, to- 
gether with her assistants. has been busy dur- 
ing the weeks the department has been closed 
rearranging the 16,000 volumes in the libra. 
ry and preparing a card pocket for each book, 
together with a new reference catalogue. Yes- 
terday the change had been completed and 
the circulation department was opened to the 
public. The system now in vogue is on the 
same plan as that followed by the Chicago 
Public Library, and by this plan it is thought 
lost books can more easily be traced than by 
the old system of bookkeeping. number 
of families and individuals using the library 
as indicated by the cardsin force is 1,254, 
most of the cards representing a family. N. 
C. Gridley has served as director of the libra. 
ry since May 1, 1875. At the time he was 
first elected President of the Library Board, 
May 2, 1882, the library contained 4,367 
bound volumes and now contains 16,000, 
thus showing an addition of over 11,000 yol- 
umes in twelve years.
